PASTORS DISMISSED. 


On May 27th, Rev. W. T. Kahse was granted a letter of dismissal to the

' PASTORS RECEIVED. 


Rev.-A. E. Deitz, having accepted a call to the church at Ponca, Neb., 
presented his letter from the California Synod, dated July 30th, 1908, and was 
enrolled as a member of this body. 

On October 26th was received a letter from Rev. Fred R. Shirck, dismissing 
him from the Kansas Synod. His name was placed on our roll. 


MINISTERIAL CHANGES. 


October 6th, Rev. M. D. Berg resigned as pastor of the church at Ponca. 
He reported as his work during forty days of this Synodical year, the baptism 
of two infants, and the expenditure of $370.00 in payment of debt and in- 
surance. 

Rev. Fred R. Shirck took charge of the church at Stella, Neb., October 13th. 

May toth, Rev. W. T. Kahse closed his labors at Grand Island, Neb. For 
the eight and one-third months of the current year covered by his ministry, he 
reports seventeen accessions and $180.00 paid on apportionment. I|Iness from 
February 26th till May 8th kept him from filling his pulpit, excepting four 


On August gth, Rev. W. F. Poot, LL. D., resigned the pastorate at 
Tekamah.

Grace Church, Tekamah pastorate, was supplied October 13th by Rev. L. 
L. Lipe; November 17th, by Rev. L. Groh, D. D., and December 8th by 
Rev. W. C. Eckert. 

Potter was supplied October 13th by Rev. L. F. Gunderman, and No- 
vember 19th by Rev. J. F. Cressler. Mr. Paul H. Heisey spent the summer 
vacation in this field, for which the Synodical Home Mission fund has been 
drawn upon to the amount of $15.00 per month. Account of the work 
appears in Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


INSTALLATION, 


Rev. C. R. Lowe was installed at Surprise, Neb., December ist, by Rev. 
R. A. White, who addressed the people in the morning, and the pastor in the 
evening. 

August 16th, Rev. Louis F. Gunderman was installed as pastor of the 
Sidney charge by Rev. J. W. Ball, D. D., who addressed both pastor and 
people in the evening. 


VACANCIES, 


West Point, vacant since July 15th, is about to call a pastor, ~ 
Beatrice, vacant since the ist of September, is expecting to call a pastor 


soon. 
Wilber, vacant one year and three months, has never seen the way clear to 
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seek a pastor till very recently. They feel that the critical time has come. It 
is now or never. 

Roca, left without another supporting point, unable to cal] and support 
pastor, has grown weaker, till it is practically without hope. 

Ericson, a point in the Wolbach mission, has not been regularly supplied. 
By the faithfulness of the few the Sunday school has been maintained. This 
faithful band deserves the helpful consideration of Synod. 

Tekamah, made vacant by the resignation of Rev. W. F. Poot, LL. D., 
August oth, is somewhat discouraged by the loss of Grace Church, which, on 
account of distance, is hard to serve in connection with Immanuel Church. 
Grace Church is weakened also by removals. Immanuel Church feels unable, 
alone, to support a minister. They need the helpful consideration of Synod. 

Pawnee City is vacant, with but little hope of securing a pastor. 


NEW BUILDINGS, IMPROVEMENTS, NEW POINTS. 


During the year new buildings have been erected at Benson and Paxton. 
Stella, Neb., Rev. F. R. Shirck, improvements to extent of $420.00. 
Extensive repairs have been made by many churches in the Synod. Worthy 
of mention is that of Rising City, Rev. C. R. Lowe, pastor, where the tower 
was struck by lightning and required an extensive outlay for repairs, and where 
the foundation was repaired at an expense of several hundred dollars. 

A new mission has been established in the southern part of Omaha, and car- 
ried on by the Bible class of Kountze Memorial Church. They bought a prop- 
erty for $1,500.00, in which a Sunday school of 110 enrollment is maintained. 
They look forward to the organization of another church in Omaha a few years 
hence, not exactly at the place which the school now occupies, but probably 
a little farther out. Kountze Memorial prospers and enjoys a healthy growth. 

The present annual gathering marks the twenty-fifth year of our work in the 
State of Nebraska. Upon the suggestion of the venerable Father Kuhlman, | 
have written to such of the ministry and laymen as were known to have taken 
part in the pioneer work and are still in this earthly life. A few, but a very 
few, responses have been given. It will, no doubt, be your pleasure to arrange 
time and suitable exercises to commemorate and record the interesting begin- 
nings of our life and labor in the State. 

Several very important matters will come before you and appear in s 
in this report. 

In the discharge of my duties as President during the year, there have been 
expended for postage $5.68, for telephone, $3.15, and railroad fare, $11.45. 

It is with a feeling of unmingled pleasure that I recall the uniform kindness 
and cord®.! help you have each given me during the past three years, for which 
I sincerely thank you, and which moves me in advance to congratulate my 
successor upon the satisfaction he will have for service fully appreciated.

Report of Trustees of Nachusa Orphanage. 

Your Trustees submit the following report touching the fourth ful! year’s 
work at Nachusa. Matters are moving along nicely at the institution. We 
have been compelled to make changes all along the line in the management, 
and it has been for the bettering of the work. 

We are still in need of more room. The Board have completed plans for the 
enlarging of the present buildings at an expense of about $5,000.00. During 
this year some effort has been made to gather funds for this purpose. We 
will not start the buildings until we have the funds in hand or the greater 
share of the money. We are constantly pressed to take in more children, 
but simply are up to the capacity of the present buildings. 

During this year the opening of Tabitha Home has raised the question in 
the minds of many whether we ought to continue as a Synod in connection 
with Nachusa. The Nebraska Synod was one of the Synods to join in with 
the other Synods and incorporate for the purpose of receiving the property 
and taking up the work. If we are not going to support this work then our 
Synod ought to take such needed legal steps as will properly dissolve our 
relations with said corporation. 

The term of Trustee Rev. L. L. Lipe expires this year, and it will be neces- 
sary to elect a Trustee at this meeting of Synod. 

We recommend that Synod elect a Trustee to the Nachusa Board.

Report of Historian. 

Your Historian submits the following report. For two years we have 
kept an outline of the history wanted before each pastor. A few reported 
promptly to our first call. The rest were reminded and urged to respond as 
early as possible, and some did with histories desired, some with promises that 
they would, while a few have not been heard from, and we would at this 
time again urge upon them this duty. Delay increases the work and the 
expense of Historian, and also of those who first responded, as these sketches 
must, in justice to them, be revised so as to bring them to date of the history 
when published. We would urge that every brother follow the outline as 
closely as possible. That special attention be given to all incidents which led 
up to the organizatian, and Nhe organization itself. Also to the twentieth 
point in the outline. This will save much of the most interesting and valu- 
able history now going tq@,waste.

Report of Advisory Board of Home Missions. 


Grace Mission, Omaha, Rev. M. L. Melick, pastor, made more than 
usual progress during the past year. There is a higher average attendance at 
both morning and evening services. Both the mid-week prayer meeting, and 
particularly the Luther League prayer meeting every Sunday night, have been 
well attended. Every department is active. Appropriation was reduced 
$50.00, expenses met, benevolence surpassed any former year, eighteen com- 
municant members were added, and but few losses sustained. The Board 
gives this mission $300.00. 

Sidney, Rev. Louis F. Gunderman, pastor, reports improvements of prop- 
erty to the extent of about $300.00. Thirteen members have been added. 
Apportionment with some excess bas been raised, and the work is in good 
condition ; $100.00 is given by the Board. 

Homer and South Sioux City, Rev. Elmer H. Combs, pastor. The work 
of this mission has prospered during the year. January 5th is noted in the 
history of the church at Homer by the celebration of its twenty-first birthday. 
Rev. L. P. Ludden, D. D., assisted in the services. The roll of charter 
members was read, indebtedness of $300.00 was canceled, and the note 
burned. During the year sidewalks have been laid and other improvements 
have been made at both churches. The parochial report shows healthy 
growth of this mission ; $150.00 is given this mission. 

Wayne, Neb., Rev. C. J. Ringer, pastor, moves onward in regular and 
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quiet work. During the year the appropriation was reduced $50.00, leaving 
only $100.00 between them and self-support. 

Wilber bas remained vacapt during one year and three months. The par- 
sonage brings a rental of $1.00 a month, and has canceled the debt standing 
against them; $100.00 was)given by the Board at the time they last had

Wolbach, Rev. N. P. ,» pastor, after a long vacancy, was supplied 


d to be a loss during the vacancy of 20 mem- 
bers. Since Brother N. P. (prose took charge there has been an addition of 
21 members. He reports 34p house-to-house visits. In papering, carpet and 
lighting plant they have pail $139.00, and in benevolence, $44.62. There 
has been maintained an afternoon service in the Danish language which is 
certainly a blessing to the c people, and brings the mission into the favor 
and support of them and their children. A new congregation organized 


eight miles distant from Welbach which will materially strengthen the feld. 
But little service has been rendered at Ericson, forty miles distant. The mis- 
sion presents very serious difficulties, and they have been met by Rev. and 
Mrs. Grose with heroic self-mcrifice ; $250.00 is received by this mission from 
the Board. | 

York, Rev. R. A. White, pastor, reports that the work of this mission has 
held its own during the past'year. Six young people were confirmed and one 
was received by letter. are proving themselves useful in the work. 


The Sunday school receives county banner for its work in teacher training. 
The great event of the year|consists in the purchase of the church in which 
they have been worshiping at a cost of $1,480.00, transfer to be made by the 
court about the middle of September. No words can too highly commend 
issi his wife in this difficult field. They ask the 
prayers, the sympathy and Welp of all the members of the Nebraska Synod. 
They receive $400.00 from Board.

Additions are of a sub- 
stantial character. An Easter accession of 31 attracted wide attention and 
gave prestige to the mission. They contemplate purchasing the building now 
occupied if it can be done in the near future at a reasonable cost. The people 
are united, and there is promise of enlargement in the future. The Board 
.appropriates $400.00. 

Benson, Rev. B. F. Kistler, pastor, reports 40 members received on Easter 
and Palm Sunday. On November 23d the corner-stone of their new church 
was laid with appropriate ceremonies. February 16th will be remembered as 
the happy day of opening services in the basement of the new building. The 
event was celebrated by special services in English and German, morning, 
afternoon and evening. There is much enthusiasm in their work, in which 
the young people push forward with commendable zeal ; $400.00 is the amount 
received from the Board. 

Oshkosh and Lewellen, Rev. W. C. Heidenreich, pastor, reports steady 
work and progress during the past year. Material is on the ground for a new 
building at Oshkosh, for which the plans contemplate an expenditure of about 
$2,000.00. The pastor that stands faithful on the frontier would stand faithful 
anywhere. The Board aids them to the amount of $200.00. 

Pawnee City.—This mission has been vacant one year and six months. 

The membership is reduced. Some great discouragements in the city church 
have to be met. It is thought that $600.00 can be raised on the field. The 
Mount Zion Church, which has been served in connection with Pawnee City, 
has called earnestly for a pastor all the year, and ought to have one for the 
sake of the young people in the community. And they would do well for a 
country church towards the support of a pastor. 
_ Potter, Neb.—At the expense of Synod Mr. Paul H. Heisey has spent the 
summer vacation in this field. There are three preaching points. At Potter 
there is a church that cost about $3,500.00. Some repairing and painting has 
been done and hymn books have been provided. A class of 1§ catechumens 
have been prepared by Mr. Heisey, and confirmed on September 6th by Dr. 
L. P. Ludden. A subscription for pastor’s salary has been raised, amounting 
to over $400.00, and a cal] extended to Rev. Elmer H. Combs, who has sig- 
nified acceptance conditioned upon appropriation by the Board. 

Resolutions recommending this field to the Board of Home Missions for an 
appropriation of $300.00 were passed by the Western Conference, the same 
were endorsed by the members of the Advisory Board of Home Missions of 
this Synod and forwarded to the Secretary of the Board in Baltimore. This 
appeal will receive as favorable response as possible under existing financial 
conditions. 

This mission should be restored to its place on our roll, and in order to safe- 
guard the property interests at Potter the continuity of the old organization 
should be maintained.

Report of the Trustees of Midland College. 


The regular annual meeting of the Trustees of Midland College was held 
in Atchison Hall during commencement week, with a full representation. 
The meeting was full of interest and enthusiasm, and much business of im- 
portance was transacted. The institution last year made satisfactory progress 
in every department of its work. Additional equipment was provided in the 
departments of mathematics and astronomy and in the library, Also the 
department of physical science, the biological laboratory having been com- 
pleted and used during the year for the first time. Repairs to the expendi- 
ture of over $1000.00 have been made during the year. The faculty asked 
for a Financial Secretary to take the field in the interests of the college, both 
for money and for students, which was not granted. The action was taken 
however, directing, that the President of the college be relieved from a part of 
his class-room work, that he might devote more time to the particular work of 
visitation among the churches of the territory. An important action was taken 
in the change from the term to the semester system, dividing the college year 
into equal halves, and the recitation periods from forty-five minutes to one 
hour periods, in conformity to the higher educational system of the country, 
advised by the general Boards of Education. The memorial of the Synods 
asking for increase of representation giving them controlling power on the 
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Board, was carefully consifered. While the request was not granted in full, 
each Synod was given am additional member, also the alumnz association, 
thus reducing the self-r uating Board from fifteen to ten members. No 
honorary degrees were comferred at this meeting. 

The Trustees had the pileasure of attending the commencement exercises of 
the graduating class, “ listening to a splendid address by ex-Governor

The work of Tebithe Home has made steady progress during the past 
year.

The financial panic began very shortly 
after the work on the (building was begun, and caused at times serious em- 
barrassment. Howeve?, through the goodwill of the merchants of Lincoln in 
honoring the vouchers /pf our workmen it has been possible to continue the 
work, until on September 4th, 1908, we were permitted to dedicate the 
building under very 4 puraging circumstances. Al] the private rooms for 
patients in the hospit i ve been furnished or provided for principally by our 
churches or individ In addition to these the children’s ward, obstetrical 
ward, and the room are fully provided for. Patients are now being 


received, and from présent prospects the hospital will become self-supporting 
in a comparatively shat time. The hospital has a normal capacity of abou: 
one hundred beds. If\is capable of accommodating more than this number of 
patients with very litte crowding. The aged people of the Home are now 
cared for in the room

oughly renovated. We have eighteen inmates in this department, and have 
had a large number aif inquiries and applications for admission from various 
States, and almost alf/the leading denominations of the Church. There is 
service for a Home for Aged People on our territory 
health of all the inmates of the Home during the 


the property is conservatively placed at $70,000.00. 


The completion of the power house and other necessary additions, such as fire 
escapes, elevators an@| necessary sewer connection will increase this to at least 
$75,000.00. 

The great need of 


Home is, as it always has been, money. The needed 
to carry out the plans of the Board have required 4 
much larger expense than was originally contemplated. The strong, hearty 
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and continued support of all the friends of the Home will be needed to meet 
the various obligations incurred. 

Larger gifts are also needed for general maintenance. Probably had there 
been no old debts to care for, and overdue interest to pay, the income for the 
years towards current expenses would have been sufficient. But the failure of 
many of the Synods to respond to the apportionment made by the General 
Synod and the pressure from creditors, have caused a deficit in current ex- 
penses also. In view of this situation the Board at its recent meeting took 
steps looking toward having the Synods owning the property apportion the 
original debt among themselves with the expectation that these will carry the 
interest on this debt until such a time as the principal can be paid. 

The need of having a superintendent who is proficient in the German as 
well as in the English, led the Board to authorize the Executive Committee to 
seek out such a man for the office. The committee are now receiving nomina- 
tions and hope to arrive at a satisfactory choice in the near future. The 
Board also authorized the continuance of the services rendered by the Rev. J. 
W. Ball as solicitor for the Home.

Report of Committee on Sunday Schools and Young People’s Societies. 


The committee have been somewhat handicapped in the making of a full 
report by the failure to receive reports from the various schools. The com- 
mittee have received 18 reports out of a possible 47, which, of course, makes it 
impossible to make a satisfactory summary. The reports of the Young Peo- 
ple’s Societies indicate that less than half of our congregations have societies. 
From other sources we have found that there are 47 schools, 43 of which 
have reported, showing an enrollment of 4318, which is less than that of 
1907, a fact due to the missing reports. In the financial work of the Church 
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we see @ loyalty which is commendable. The Sunday schools have given 57 
cents pet capita for local support, and 22 cents for benevolence, while the 
Young le’s Societies have given $1.02 for local expenses and 24 cents 
for benewolence, thereby indicating that these two deparments of our Church 
have buted 21 per cent. of the benevolence.

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Report of Committee on State of the Church. 


With only a few exceptions, reports on the state of the church have been sub- 
mitted from all the churches of our Synod. These reports, though necessarily 
brief, show, in the main, thoughtful and conscientious preparation by the 
respective pastors. In a few of these reports there is given an equal mixture 
of features encouraging and discouraging, while in the larger number all 
phases of work seem to be moving on with reasonable satisfaction in the esti- 
mation of the pastors. All in all, as indicated by these summary statements, 
the spirituality, activity and faithfulness of our membership during the past 
year have surpassed the average of recent years. 

This pleasing fact is due largely, we believe, to the increasing consecration 
to their work on the part of the pastors and their conservatively progressive 
methods, which latter course is the only safe and sure one to pursue. 

And it is particularly gratifying that the characteristic temper of our Luth- 
eran people in general prompts them to confidence in such leadership to 
whom they gladly give their loyal and loving co-operation. 

As a rule, attendance upon the Lord’s Supper is regularly observed by the 
majority of the communicant members, while parents more and more dis- 
charge their obligations to their little ones by presenting them to the Lord for 
baptism. There is good reason to believe that parents are constantly increas- 
ing in their appreciation of the excellent Lutheran custom of catechisation of 
the young people, but it is advisable that many of these parents should be 
impressed with the importance of encouraging both by precept and example, 
fidelity to their Christian vows on the part of their confirmed children. It is 
asad fact that scores of our confirmed young people seem to think their 
Christian obligations have been fulfilled and wholly completed with the solemn 
rite of confirmation. 

Our Sunday school and Young People’s Societies are thoroughly well organ- 
ized, and in the main, are doing splendid work. Missionary activity is com- 
mendable on the part of the Woman's Societies and other organizations of the 
different churches. 

Several of the churches which formerly have raised their apportionment 
year by year have this year failed to raise their full quota, chiefly because 
they have been without pastors the greater portion of the Synodical year. 

It is evident that the faithful sowing of the good seed of the kingdom this 
year has resulted in a bounteous harvest already, while still richer harvests 
will be reaped as the reward for still greater zeal in sowing in the coming 
years. ‘It is required of a servant that he be faithful.”’

of the saying that ‘* We brought nothing into this world, and it is certain we 
can carry nothing out.’’ 

The memory of those days of feeble beginnings here in Hardy has always 
nestled warmly in our hearts, and we have watched with unflagging interest 
her life and growth, rejoicing most of all in the erection of this new and 
costly house of worship, the embodiment of Christian devotion and benev- 
olence. We were with you here when there was nothing in Hardy but the 
prairie grass, and now again in this house of the Lord. How helpful it is to 
look back over a longer stretch of time. Often we are discouraged with the 
day’s toil and cast down in spirit. Let us gather courage by looking back to the 
whole strength of the Lutheran Church in America, in those days about 200, - 
000, now enlarged above 6,000,000, and let us feel that to-day, however 
common or poor its work may seem, it is nevertheless one day in the grand 
march forward to things more glorious than is yet revealed to us, when Zion 
shall put on her strength and Jerusalem be clothed in her beauty. 

In this great and general stream of progress the Nebraska society should 
especially rejoice during this convention in the accomplishment of endowing 
a bed in our India Hospital.

Let them make preparation before the 
meeting. Let all do something, each that for which he is fitted. Teach the 
children to lead in prayer—suggest the prayers or write sentence prayers for 
them, then use their own petitions. Let them prepare something on the les- 
son—tell a story or recite. Slip out of the room and let the meeting go on. 
Allow them to conduct a meetingalone. Give the children opportunity, help 
and encouragement, and you will have developed leaders.
